participation in 'warfare overseas." 


By a second vote, 9 to 6, it dis- 


approved another proposal which 
would have called for a referen- 
dum and then flnalactlon by con- 
gress in declaring war. 


Both proposals would have vest- 


ed war-declaring powers 
in 
the 


electorate, except in the case of an 
actual or threatened attack upon 
the United States and Its posses- 
sions, or any western hemisphere 
country by "any non-American na- 
tion."

ernment to impress upon Germany 
the danger of any coup In Danzig. 
It was understood most of the 


money In the credit fund would go 
for war material.

Rumania, Greece and Tur-

ARMY ENGINEERS RECOMMENDED 


EXPENDITURE OF $8,350,000 FOR 
DAM ON BRAZOS NEAR WHITNEY

eers for expenditure of $8,380,000 
for construction of Whitney Dam 
on the Brazos river 38 
miles 
above Waco—a project approved 
by President Roosevelt and ten- 
tatively sanctioned by the senate 
commerce subcommittee, 
" Maj. Gen. Julan 
L. 
Schley, 


chei fof engineers, said in a report 
submitted 
yesterday 
the 
dam 
could be used for flood control 
and power development. 


A memorandum from President 
Roosevelt, dated June 27 and In- 
cluded in tho report, said: 


"I approve the Whitney Dam 


project, together with installation 
of power plant. 
The whole • de- 


velopment of flood control stor- 
age, studies of power costs, etc., 
should be conducted in constant 
cooperation with the federal pow- 
er commission and the national 
resources committee." 


The senate commerce subcom- 
mittee, over which Senator Mor- 
ris Sheppard of Texas presided, 
recently tentatively approved in- 
clusion of the Whitney project In 
the omnibus rivers and harbors 
authorization 
bill now 
pending 
before the senate. 
The commit- 
tee acted 
oh advance Informa- 


tion from the war department. 
General 
Schley said construc- 


generatlng 
60,191,000 
kilowatt 
hours annually would add $1,800,- 
000 to the Initial cost and that the 
power could be sold for approx- 
imately $233,000 annually. 
Annual maintenance costs were 
estimated at $30,000 for the flood 
control project and $40,000 for tho 
power project. 


Out of a gross storage capacity 


of 721,000 acre feet 491,000 would 
be used for flood central and the 
remainder for power and river 
stage control. 
The war department estimated 


•the average flood loss to proper- 
ty below the Whitney reservoir 
site was $2,500,000 annually and 
construction of the 
dam 
would 
reduce it $200,000, 


Value of recreational use and 


wild life conservation aspects of 
the reservoir were estimated at 
$23,00 annually.

FORTY-THREE BODIES RE- 
COVERED FROM KENTUCKY 
FLOOD; 100 STILL MISSING 


MOREHEAD, Ky., July 


6. (/P)—Heavy rains through- 
out eastern Kentucky ham- 
pered rescue 
workers to- 


day as they sloshed through 
silt and debris in a weary 
search for the bodies of vic- 
times of a mountain flood • 
that left scores of persons dead. 


Forty-three bodies have been re- 
covered here and at 
Jackson. 
Nearly 100 persons still are miss- 
ing and feared drowned by the 
wall of water which swept down 
the Licking and Kentucky rivers 
valleys early yesterday morning, 
, 


following a cloudburst. 


Sheriff Walter Deaton of Breat- 
hltt counuty said 69 persons were 
missing at Keck and 
estimated 
the death toll would be "not less 
than 70 and probably more." 


W. I. Jones, Red Cross worker, 
said 18 bodies' hod been recovered 
In tho county. Deaton estimated

December 31, 1938—a reduction of 
(460,000 in a little leas than seven 
years.Tax Bnte Not Raised. 
"The Navarro county ad valo- 


rem tax rate In 1938 at 50 cents 
on the $100 valuation remains the 
same as It was In 1930 and 1931. 
The average road district tax rate 
In 1938 was 65 1-2 cents, or 11 
per cent under what it was In 
1931.
